Jefferson, Tex., Nov. 16.—Jim Shaw, 
Freeman Perhunve and Elijah Myers, 
three negroes, were lynched by a mob, 
estimated at 1000, a mile from here at 
the railroad bridge, for the murderous 
M sank made upon Dr. Stallcup at this 
place on the night of Oct. 26. 
They were arrested a week ago Sun­ 
day night, a week after their crime. The 
moment guilt was fastened on them 
there were threats of sum mary ven­ 
geance, aud to avert it, Sheriff H ay­ 
wood spirited his prisoners into the 
country, where he kept them in hiding 
until Sunday night. 
Then he brought 
them back to town and lodged them in 
jail. 
The jail is almost a mile from 
town. 
It is isolated and secluded. Only 
the jailor lives thcro. 
At IO o’clock W ednesday the mob, 
some of them on horses, but most of 
them on f^.*t, surrounded the jail. Their 
movements were so quiet th at they had 
the jail surrounded before any one knew 
of their presence. 
When they organ­ 
ized or whence they came no one knows. 
They appeared as silently as a shadow. 
When the jailer saw them ho im medi­ 
ately ran to the telephone to comm uni­ 
cate with the sheriff. 
The wire had 
been cut, aud even had lie been able to 
notify the sheriff thor would have been 
no time, for tho door was knocked in 
and a squad of about 50 entered the; 
jail. 
There were no prelim inaries or par- J 
Joying. 
Five or six men seized the jail­ 
er w ithout m aking a demand for the ne­ 
groes, aud pinioning his arm s took the 
keys from him. 
Then a deputation of j 
20 entered the cage and got their vie* 
rims. 
The negroes begged piteously for 
mercy. 
Their appeals evoke not even 
a response. The men lassoed the negroes 
and marched them out of jail. 
Duce 
outside, each negro was led w ith a rope 
around his neck by a man on horseback, 
the others forming a crescent around 
them . 
The place chosen for the execution J 
was a railroad trestle across Cypress J 
bayou, a mile south of town. 
A rriving 
here the mob halted. 
A part of the mob 
marched the three negroes to the m id­ 
dle of the trestle. 
Then three ropes 
were tied to three alternate crossties 
w ith slack sufficient to perm it a long 
drop. 
Then 
simultaneously, 
three 
bodies were shoved off into the darkness 
there was a shout from the mob, and 
only three sw inging bodies were left as 
evidence of Judge Lynch’s vengeance. 
Shaw, as soon as arrested, confessed, 
and implicated Perilune and Myers,who 
on being arrested also confessed. They 
said their motive was robbery.
